What is stereo? If you are hearing 
stereo tape for the first time, you will 
want to know quickly how it differs 
from conventional recordings and 
what benefits it may offer you in home 
listening. 

Stereo recordings are unlike any 
conventional type of record, whether 
tape or disc, and no ordinary recording 
can be “converted” to stereo. The 
recorded sound comes to you on a 
single tape which contains two 
recorded channels, side by side. Both 
are of the same subject matter, made 
at the very same instant, but at differ- 
ent vantage points in the recording 
hall. The two differing “points of view” 
represent roughly the positions of the 
two separate audio systems by which 
you hear stereo reproduction. 


The human ear’s uncanny sense of 
directionality, its ability to “sense” a 


feeling of space by testing out the 
directions from which many compli- 
cated room-echoes reach it, do more 
than merely place sounds to the left 
and to the right of us. Many sounds 
also come from areas in the middle 
and all the way across the musical 
“scene.” It is the composite impression 
of right, left and middle plus all the 
intermediate points and — best of all — 
the space itself in which the whole 
sound exists that constitutes a good 
stereo listening effect. Your ears 
re-create that vivid sense of actual size 
and space that allows you to place the 
sound of a symphony orchestra or a 
large chorus as a whole inside your 
living room. You are there! 

Although it is the business of the 
stereo player manufacturer to tell you 
how to set up your machine, a sym- 
metrical arrangement within your 
room will always work best. See to it

that the right hand half of your listen- 
ing area is shaped and fufnished as 
much like the left half as you can 
manage. A hallway behind one speaker 
and a solid wall behind the other 
merely asks for trouble. You will most 
certainly have to experiment for the 
best effect and you may have to move 
a bit of furniture, in the end. It is worth 
it, I assure you. 

Once you have found the right 
speaker positions and the best listen- 
ing area in front of them, the two 
speakers themselves will simply disap- 
pear. (The more unobtrusive they are 
to the eye, the better, in any case.) 
And, spread before you, between, 
around and behind them, you will 
experience that “curtain of sound” 
which has been described as the ideal 
stereo effect ...and you'll then be set. 
for the very best in stereo entertain- 
ment.
